Hoh still in race as 
write-in candidate 


OAKLAND-Dr. Kenneth  B. 
Hoh，write-in candidate for the 
Oakland City Council's Fruitvale 
area District Five seat，is urging 


voters_ to_ write-in his name and- 


stamp the spot after his name on 
the April 20 municipal slection 
ballot. 

Dr. Hoh，an Oakland optome- 
trist, is one of three candidates for 
the District Five seat disqualified 
on technicalities. He has called for 
reform in Oakland municipal elec- 
tion procedures， including the 
clarification of nomination instruc- 
tions and the creation of period of 
grace when candidates may amend 
nomination petitions，. 

Regarded as a strong contender 
for the council post，Dr. Hoh is 
endorsed by many segments of the 
comrmunity including the Oakland 
Coalition，Bay Area Native Ameri- 
can Council，Chinese American 
Citizens Alliance， UAW CAP 
Region 6, EastBayILWU,the Hon. 
Ron Dellums,the Hon.Ken Meade， 
the Hon. John Miller，the Rev. 
Arthur M. Romig, the Rev. Rivers 
Floridqa and Father John Maxwell. 

Dr. Hoh plans to be an active and

High noon，April 9 at Ports- 
mouth Square, the Bay Area chap- 
ters of the National Tiao-Yu 
Islands Action Committee ,will 
stage a rally to protest Japan's 
aggression, American collusion 
with Japan's militarists and 工 ai- 
wan's impotence in the face of 
Crisis over the sovereignty of Tiao 
-Yu Tai Islands. 

In an open letter to the govern- 
ment of the Republic of China, the 


-committee asked that the National- 


ist government in Taipei declare to 
the world at large that“China's 
SOvereign rights to the Tiao-Yu Iai 
Islands arenottobe violated.” 

Tiao-Yu Tai，composed of five 
rock-girt islets, lies 120 miles north 
of Taiwan. In 1968 a survey indi- 
cated that the seas surrounding the 
islands could be one of the largest 
oilbearing areas in the world. 

LIVELIHOOD 

For centuries Chinese fishermen 
have been fishing around these 
islands, building piers，living quar- 
ters, wells and tracks.Thousands of 
Chinese today depend on these 
islands for their livelihood. His- 
torically ， geographically and 
legally the islands are part of 
Chinese sovereign territory， 

Since the discovery of oil,Japan， 
under the Sato regime; has declared 
that the islands are“indisputably” 
apart of .Japan. 

The Japanese set demarcation 
tablets on the islands，ripped off 
the flag of the Nationalist govern- 
ment，expelled fishermen at gun- 


municipal Park and Tecreation .Point and banned fishing by 


Chinese nationals within theisljand 
boundaries. 

Thus far, the Foreign Ministry in 
Taipei has issued ambiguous state- 
ments and taken no firm stand to 
Protect sovereignty and territorial 
claims，

Dean C. Julian Bartlett of Grace 
Cathedral reported to the Human 
Rights Commission on a meeting a 
week ago that he called the most 
encouraging in the nearly two years 
of studying the problem. 

Bartlett，a_ member of the com- 
mission, said representatives of the 
restaurants and the bartenders and 
waiters unions agreed to Iake an

The commission had been 
troubled earlier to discover that the 
12 major wharf restaurants had a 


combined total of only two 
“visible” minority  _ employees， 
both black. 

(Visible employees are bar- 


tenders and waiters. The commis- 
sion conceded that the restaurants 
had more than ample minority 
workers in the invisible category 一 
busboys and dishwashers.) 

Both unions-bartenders and 
waiters 一 said_ they had minority 
members on their rolls and indi- 
cated they wanted to increase the 
number. 

The commission"s employment 
section said it would help the 
restaurants and the unions to re- 
cruit additional minority People 
fcr visible work.

TIAO YU TAI 


Chinese students on 35 college campus throughout the 
natlon are unlted In an eftfort to warn the world on the rise 
of Japan's mailitarism and impel the Republic of China to 
Prevent a Japanese takeover of Tiao-Yu Tai Islands. 

Since 1968 when a survey indicated a potential source 
of oll around the area, japan has asserted her Soverelignty of 
the islets. Gunboats have been dispatched to expel Chinese 
fishermen, the fasg of the Nationalist Chinese ripped o 手 
and set up demarcation tablets on the lslan ds: 

The Tiao-Yu':TarIslands are Partiof Chiiiese SoOverelgn ter- 
Titory by law and by hlstory. 

Under an agreement between President NIxon and Prime 
Minister Sato, adminstrative rights of Tiao-Yu Tali will re- 
vert to Japan in 1972 as part of the Ryukyu's chain. 

The Chinese' students in the .U.S9: are taking Public poli- 
tical action on theissue They will demonstrate from coast 
to coast on Aprll 9 and 10 to protest japan'?s act of aggres- 
sion, American colluslon with Japanese militarists and Ial- 
wan's impotence im the face of national crisjs. 

Locally the rally will be held at Portsmouth Square on 
April 9 at noon. Join the students to defeat Japanese mi- 
litarlsm . 


EMERGING NEEDS EDUCATION ACT 


state Senator Milton Marks introduced a bill this week 
whblich would reduce local taxpayers: contribution to the 
cost of Special education programs by making $60 million 
avallable to the state's local school district. 

His Emerging Needs Education Act will provide state aid 
for the development of new, relevant programs to meet the 
needs of today?s students. 

The state aid would be applied for on a 50-50 matching 
basis by local districts which are now carrying the entire 丰 - 
nancial burden for these programs. This blll will give them 
$60 million from sales tax revenues. 

Many of the state's school districts are trying to cope 
with an influx of non-English-speaking students by provi- 
ding Programs paid for by local taxpayers. 

The state should give financial assistance to these dis- 
trlcts. 

The state money will be available to districts for a num- 
ber of programs which range from drug abuse education to 
Specialized instructions for educationally disadvantaged 
students. Two which concermm Asian student especially are: 

*9Special materials for courses in racial and ethnic studies 
and instructions in the history and culture of racial and eth- 
nic groups. 

“JInstruction for bllingual students in English as a second 
]anguage.

In actuality only a small number of Chinese were ever addictedl | 
to opium. Furthermore, you are playing upon the popular Amer 
stereotype of the Chinese opium addict. For many years Ameiic 环 
have used the excuse that all Chinese were worthless opium addici 
as a basis for discrimination. To show such a scene in youUr Imuseumni 
will seem to be a confirmation of the old stereotype. The fact that 
opium was purposely introduced to China by the British (and Subse 
quently opposed by the Chinese people, resulting in the Opium 
makes your display even more misleading. 
Asto the display of a tong murder, you again Seem to be pla 
upon a stereotype which says that Chinese used to run around 
hatchets killing each other， As you might already know, anti-Chiit 
sentiment ran very high in earlier years; the Tongs Werc Organizedi 
prevent the murder of many innocent CHinese.

When Muehl was alive, his life touched ours in a funda- 
mental way: We made his acquaintance by the sheer acci- 
dent of asking direction from him in his neighborhood.， His 
friendliness brought our families together, and I still recall 
with mirth their account of having to eat hot curry in the 
drenching heat of Iadia， Newly married, he brought his wife 
to India after World War II for two substantial years in quest 
of Eastern philosophy before coming to Michigan to teach. 


That must have been after we lost our second child around 


1953, for Iremember telling him of having brought some rel- 
atives to visit the Ford Rouge Plant and describing to him 
Imy Teaction on assembly jine work in the plant - a reaction 
that impinged itself so forcefully on me that I wroted a poem 
about it when Tcame home. With great understanding, he 
forthwith produceda book abonut the meaninglessness of 
life, in wblch an executive who has lived conventionally and 
Successfully，was finally caught by the monotomn y and mean- 
inglessness of his life. One day, this executive simply went 
berserk and quietiy planned and shot a man he hardly knew. 
His crime was never discovered, but somehow he felt no re- 
Imorse elther. As Muehl put it, he did it because life was be- 
coming meaningless, and hadneeded stimulation to feel a- 
live， 囊 owever, our hero did nothing to uplift his life basic- 
ally, he let it go to the point of no return, of nihilism，with 
the resujt that he closed the final scene by committing sui- 
clde. 


The Iate and the Ohta murders, the occult, the drug scene 
and the various self destructive syndromes of today - they 
are but the same story come true.

It may SUrprise many people to discover that more than 60 ethnic 
处 oups (each of which may be as different from another as the English 
are from the Arabs) make up the nation of China，What most people 
think of as“the Chinese”are really members of the Han nationality 
which, including the speakers of all its differnet dialects, comprise 
949% of the population of China. However, the remaining national- 
ities (totaling in the aggregate about 45 million) can hardly be con- 
Sidered insignijficant in number. 


Historically, the land of Cathay had seen the coming and going of 
numerous peoples. Over the course of centuries many of them were 
absorbed into the Han nationality, with many elements of their cul- 
tures going toward enriching Han-Chinese culture as well. Those 
茎 oups who were not assimilated (or refused to be absorbed) retreated 
before the advance of the Han-Chinese Empire. For this reason, today 
we find many of these ethnic minorities living in the peripheral front- 
ier regions Such as the western half of China and the Northeast, which 
were among the last areas to be dominated and colonized by the Han- 
Chinese.

Later in the evening, Cheu explained his exceptional 
hospitality to Lo Choong by showing him the copy of a pact made be- 
tween Cheu and Lo Choong's father that their children were predes- 
tined to be married. Cheu stated that the deer was fated to lead him 
to the mansion for this marriage and predicted that any progeny of 
the union would become famous officials. 
Any doubts that Lo Choong might have had about the union were 
'quickly disspelled by the beauty of Cheu's daughter and he quickiy a- 
greedto an immediate wedding. The marriage was blissful for three 
days, at the end of which time, Cheu informed Lo Choong that a car- 
Tiage awaited to return him to his home - alone. Lo Choong strenuous- 
ly objected to leaving without his wife but could not overcome equally

Roosevelt's malin objectives were to keep China in

the war for the Present and aligned with the United 
States in the future、 He believed that no other coun- 
try was So likely to be the source of post-war trou- 
ble， His four principles for the underpinning of Chi- 
na's future stability, according to Summer Wells, the 
Person best qualified to know were: first, that Chi- 
na should come to an agreement with Russia to pre- 
vent Russia from interfering after the war; second， 
that China should get back all her territories taken 
by Japan and other powers, including Hong Kong; 
third, that the Nationalist Government should be 
supported as the only regime capable of unifying 
China; and finally, that American foreigh policy in 
the Far East be predicated on a close working relat- 
ion between China and the United States. 


But as Roosevelt and the American public began getting 
the true story out of China and found that all was not going 
well, they became disillusioned. After Chennaujlt's air bases 
were overrun, Roosevelt, with Marshall's inslstence, Sent Chil- 
ang a message that made no _ attempt to spare the Generalisst 
moys feelings, told of Stilwell's promotion to General, PTo- 
posed that American aid be given to the Communists, and 


asked that Stilwell be given command of all American and 
Chinese troops. “What Chiang's emotions were on recelving 
Roosevelt's demand are not a matter of historlcal record，but 
it can be said that regardless of Stilwell's faults and offenses， 
even had he the tongue of angels, the temperment of a saint 
and the professional charm of a Japanese geisha, the Ceneral- 


issimo would still have had no more intention of 外 ving him 
command of his armed forces than of ,giving it to Mao Tse- 
tung.” 


As Mrs. Tuchman points out, had Chiang submitted to 
Roosevelt, it would have been an admission that China was 
a second rate Power, not even capable of managing its own 
armies. Even lf it were true, wasn't it Roosevelt whose pol- 
icy it was to end the second class treatment of China by the 
Western powers? And how could Chiang give over command 
of part of his armies? Chiang knew Roosevelt would do any- 
thing to insure that China not drop out of therwary so he 


called Roosevelt's bluff. Roosevelt sent another note, more ， 


insulting to Chiang and delivered with glee personally by 
stilwell, and Chiang again insisted Stilwell be recalled. “Vi-

It is still trying to 
stuft Western democracy down Asian throats. Perhaps China 
Presents too great a problem: 


Yet the milssion failed in its Ultimate purpose be- 
cause the goal was unachievable. The impulse was 
not the Chinese。 Compbat efficiency and the offen- 
Sive spirit, ke the Christianity and democracy of- 
fered by misslionaries and forelign advisers，were 
not indigenous demands of the society and culture 
to which they were brought， Even the Yellow Riv- 
er Road that Stilwell built in 1921 had disappeared 
twelve years later. China was a Problem for which 
there was no American solution。 IThe American ef- 
fort to sustain status quo could not SuUpPply an out- 
worn government with strength and stability or 
Popular support. It could not hold up a husk nor 
long delay the cycjlical passing of the mandate of 
heaven。 JIn the end China went her own way as 过 
the Americans had never come.
